Gov.  Michael  Dukakis  of  Massachu¬ 
setts,  hoping  to  emerge  from  the  Su¬ 
per  Tuesday  contests  in  his  home 
state  and  20  others  with  a  delegate 
lead,  campaigned  at  a  retirees’  condo¬ 
minium  development  in  North  Miami 
Beach. 

While  there  he  picked  up  the  back¬ 
ing  of  Annie  Ackerman,  74,  a  onetime 
Chicago  ward  organizer  now  known 
for  her  prowess  in  turning  retirees 
out  to  vote. 

She  called  him  “a  person  of  in¬ 
tegrity  who  gets  things  done”  and  “a 
mensch,”  using  the  Yiddish  word  for 
good  man. 

Asked  if  Super  Tuesday  was  a  flop 
in  bringing  moderate  and  conserva¬ 
tive  Democrats  back  to  the  party’s 
fold,  the  governor  replied,  “It’s  not 
been  a  flop  for  Mike  Dukakis.”

The  election  is  sponsored  by 
ASBYU  and  the  BYU  College 
Democrat  and  Republican  clubs. 


to  Brownsville,  Texas,  where  he 
pledged  to  fight  efforts  to  make 
English  the  official  language  of  the 
United  States. 

“We  are  a  great  nation.  We  can 
speak  more  than  one  language,” 
said  Jackson. 

Gephardt,  the  Missouri  con¬ 
gressman  who  has  staked  his  cam¬ 
paign  on  a  tough  stance  against 
countries  with  unfair  trade  prac¬ 
tices,  made  a  pitch  in  Dallas  for  an 
oil  import  fee  and  campaigned  in 
San  Antonio  in  front  of  a  landmark. 

“We’re  standing  today  in  front  of 
the  Alamo,  a  place  where  there  was 
a  fight  for  independence,” 
Gephardt  said.  “This  election  in 
1988  is  a  fight  again  for  the  inde¬ 
pendence  of  America,  the  fight  for 
us  to  regain  control  of  our  economic 
destiny.” 

In  Dallas,  outside  a  plant  that 
has  cut  its  production  of  oil  field 
equipment  nearly  in  half,  Gephardt 
said,  “Anyone  like  A1  Gore  or 
Michael  Dukakis  who  tells  you  that 
they’re  for  making  America  en¬ 
ergy-independent  without  being 
for  an  oil  import  fee  is  simply  trying 
to  deceive  you  in  a  shameful  way.” 

Gore  got  a  boost  from  Sen.  Sam 
Nunn  of  Georgia,  who  left  word  af¬ 
ter  he  departed  on  a  trip  to  the 
Soviet  Union  that  he  had  cast  an 
absentee  ballot  for  the  Tennessee 
senator. 

Pat  Robertson  raised  again  his 
claim  that  there  are  Soviet  missiles 
in  Cuba,  telling  a  satellite  radio  au¬ 
dience  in  18  states,  “I  don’t  think 
the-missiles  ever  got  taken  out  in 
’62.  And  I  am  somewhat  convinced 
that  more  missiles  have  been  intro¬ 
duced.” 

Super  Tuesday,  the  biggest  pri¬ 
mary  day  in  the  election,  will  see 
GOP  voters  go  to  the  primary  polls 
in  17  states  and  Democrats  choose 
candidates  in  20  states. 

There  are  712  Republican  and 
1,307  Democratic  delegates  at 
stake. 

Dukakis  was  hoping  for  a  strong 
harvest  of  delegates  from  Texas, 
Florida  and  Maryland,  as  well  as 
Massachusetts,  Rhode  Island  and 
Washington  state.

Heart  patient  comes  home

SALT  LAKE  CITY  —  Ten-year-old  Andrew  Lowe  has 
had  an  exciting  past  few  days.  Saturday  he  was  visited  by 
two  BYU  football  players  and  Monday  he  found  out  that 
after  a  three-week  hospital  stay,  he  gets  to  go  home. 

Andrew,  the  first  pediatric  heart  transplant  recipient  in 
Utah,  underwent  his  second  heart  biopsy  Monday  and 
found  out  he  could  leave  this  morning,  said  his  mother, 
Noemi  Lowe  of  Holladay. 

“We  are  sure  ready  to  have  him  home... We  don’t  know 
when  he’ll  be  back,  but  we’ll  take  one  case  at  a  time,”  she 
said.  Andrew  will  be  checked  twice  a  week  for  rejection. 

“I’m  excited  to  leave  because  I’ve  missed  my  home, 
school  and  having  people  around  me,”  said  Andrew.  After 
hearing  about  Andrew’s  condition,  sophomore  placekicker 
Jason  Chaffetz  wondered  if  Andrew  was  a  BYU  football 
fan.  When  Andrew’s  mother  confirmed  he  was,  Chaffetz 
decided  to  visit  the  boy.  He  invited  his  friend,  junior 
offensive  lineman  Brian  White  to  come  along. 


Saturday  afternoon,  Chaffetz  and  White  went  up  to  the 
University  of  Utah  Health  Sciences  Center  to  visit  the 
boy.  The  players  brought  a  football  and  a  BYU  Football 
shirt  for  Andrew,  but  before  giving  them  to  him  they 
reaffirmed  his  loyalties.  “You’re  a  BYU  football  fan, 
aren’t  you?”  Chaffetz  asked.  “You  can  be  a  University  of 
Utah  medical  fan,  but  not  a  football  fan.  ”  They  stayed  and 
visited  with  Andrew  for  more  than  an  hour. 

“We  really  appreciate  you  fellows  coming,”  said  An¬ 
drew’s  father,  Mark  Lowe,  Provo.  “It  has  made  a  big 
difference,  all  the  people  that  have  taken  an  interest  in 
Andrew,  who  have  introduced  themselves  and  have  come 
to  see  him.  The  human  contact  and  human  interest  really 
means  a  lot.” 

“One  of  the  greatest  opportunities  we  have  as  BYU 
football  players  is  making  a  difference  in  someone’s  life, 
especially  someone  who  is  struggling.  I  hope  in  this  cir¬ 
cumstance  we  were  able  to  have  a  positive  influence,” 
said  Chaffetz.,  Originally,  Andrew  had  planned  to  go 
home  Friday,  but  his  first  biopsy  indicated  signs  that  his 
body  was  rejecting  the  new  heart.

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and  middle-income  students  receive 
the  gi'ants,  which  now  range  from 
$200  to  $2,200  a  year  each.  To  make 
up  the  shortfall,  the  DOE  has  asked 
Congi’ess  to  reduce  the  amount  of  all 
Pell  gi’ants  given  next  year. 

“We’ve  asked  Congi’ess  to  pass 
supplemental  legislation  by  April  30, 
so  that  every  Pell 

-  gi’ant  awarded  is 

reduced  by  $31,” 
said  Kitchell. 

She  said  the  re¬ 
duction  of  grants 
would  allow  all  el¬ 
igible  applicants 
to  receive  some 
federal  financial 
assistance. 

“The  reduction 
is  more  equitable 
and  would  pre¬ 
vent  any  student 
from  losing  an  en¬ 
tire  gi’ant,”  she  said.  If  Congi’ess  does 
not  approve  the  plan,  “53,000  stu¬ 
dents  will  lose  their  gi’ants  com¬ 
pletely  and  1,229,000  students  will 
have  their  grants  reduced  by  $63.” 

Twice  before  when  the  gi’ant  pro- 
gi’am  was  underfunded,  the  DOE  had 
denied  payments  to  students.  How¬ 
ever,  Kitchell  said  the  gi’ant  reduc¬ 
tion  was  considered  as  an  alternative 
after  the  previous  shortfalls. 

Ford  Stevenson,  director  of  BYU 
Financial  Services,  said  if  the  general 
reduction  is  not  approved  by  Con¬ 
gi’ess,  the  grant  cuts  will  not  have 
much  effect  on  BYU  students. 

“The  kids  (who  are  denied)  are  usu¬ 
ally  at  the  high-index  scale,”  Steven¬ 
son  said.  These  are  students  from 
middle-income  families  that  receive 
between  $200-$500. 

Stevenson  said  BYU  does  not  have 
any  way  of  replacing  Pell  gi’ants  for 
students  who  have  been  denied  funds. 

“BYU  doesn’t  have  any  system  to 
make  up  that  money  for  students,” 
Stevenson  said.  “They’ll  have  to  rely 
on  their  own  resources.”

Ray  Bradbury  to  speak  at  Forum 


Ray  Bradbury,  known  around  the 
world  as  one  of  the  gi’eat  fantasy  writ¬ 
ers,  will  explain  his  optimistic  view  of 
the  future  in  “The  Great  Years 
Ahead,”  a  Forum  assembly  address, 
today  at  11  a.m.  in  the  Marriott  Cen¬ 
ter. 

Author  of  more  than  400  short  sto¬ 
ries  and  17  novels,  including  “The 
Martian  Chronicles”  and  “Fahrenheit 
451,"  Bradbury  is  also  a  talented 
poet,  playwright  and  motion  picture 
screenwriter.  In  1977,  he  received 


the  World  Fantasy  Award  for  life 
achievement  and  in  1979,  Bradbury 
was  honored  with  the  Balrog  Award. 

As  a  youth  in  Los  Angeles,  Calif., 
Bradbury  dreamed  of  being  a  writer. 
He  often  skipped  buying  lunch  so  he 
could  save  his  money  to  purchase  a 
used  typewriter. 

Bradbury’s  dream  became  reality 
when  he  published  his  fii’st  story  on 
his  21st  birthday  in  1941. 

In  1953,  Bradbury  wrote  the 
screenplay  for  John  Huston’s  motion 


picture  production  “Moby  Dick,” 
which  staiTed  Gregory  Peck.  Most  re¬ 
cently,  Bradbury  has  worked  with 
Gary  Kurtz,  producer  of  “The  Empire 
Strikes  Back,”  on  the  screenplay  for 
the  movie  titled  “Omenemo.” 

The  multi-talented  writer  was  also 
a  consultant  for  the  Spaceship  Earth 
Building  at  Disney  World’s  Epcot 
Center  in  Florida  and  is  writing  an 
opera  version  of  his  radio  play  “Le¬ 
viathan  ’99”  for  the  Seattle  Opera 
Company. 


Hadfield  sentencing 
brings  mixed  reactions

After  convicted  sex  offender  Alan 
B.  Hadfield  was  sentenced,  family 
members  and  Hadfield  supporters 
gathered  in  the  nearby  commission 
chambers  for  a  spontaneous  prayer  of 
thanks. 

In  December,  a  Utah  4th  District 
Court  jury  convicted  the  37-year-old 
Lehi  resident  on  four  counts  of  aggi’a- 
vated  sodomy  and  three  counts  of  sex¬ 
ual  child  abuse  involving  his  12-year- 
old  son  and  10-year-old  daughter. 

Friday,  Judge  Cullen  Y.  Chris¬ 
tensen  sentenced  Hadfield  to  four 
prison  terms  of  10  years  to  life  and 
three  terms  of  l-to-15  years.  How¬ 
ever,  Christensen  suspended  the 
terms  under  the  provision  that  Had¬ 
field  spend  six  months  in  the  Utah 
County  Jail  with  work-release  and 
that  he  receive  sex-offender  therapy 
in  Salt  Lake  City. 

Hadfield  is. also  barred  from  seeing 
any  of  his  three  children  for  at  least 
one  year,  but  will  continue  to  pay 
child  support  to  his  family. 

Despite  the  conviction  and  divorce 
from  former  wife  Gay  Hadfield,  who 
believes  he  is  guilty,  Hadfield  has  al¬ 
ways  maintained  his  innocence.  “I 
have  been  convicted  of  these  crimes, 
but  I  will  never  be  guilty,”  Hadfield 
told  Christensen  before  f’riday’s  sen¬ 
tencing. 

Many  residents  of  the  small  Lehi 
community,  believing  in  Hadfield’s 
innocence,  have  staged  benefits  to 
help  defray  legal  costs  accumulated 
by  Hadfield  and  his  parents. 

New  trial  motion 

After  the  sentencing,  Hadfield’s  at¬ 
torney  Bradley  Rich  submitted  a  mo¬ 
tion  for  a  new  trial  to  Christensen 
who  ordered  the  motion  sealed. 

Lehi  resident  Ronald  Peck,  who 
sponsored  a  banquet  and  a  raffle,  at¬ 
tended  the  day-long  sentencing.  He 
said  he  believes  Hadfield  will  be  vin¬ 
dicated  through  a  new  trial.  “Any¬ 
body  who  has  followed  this  from  the 
beginning . . .  and  has  heard  the  ridicu¬ 
lous  allegations  of  the  50,  60  people 
involved,  knows  it  couldn’t  be  true,” 
he  said. 

Hadfield’s  ex-wife  was  not  pleased 
with  the  sentencing. 

In  an  interview  published  in  the 
March  5  Deseret  News,  Gay  Hadfield 
said  she  believed  her  former  husband 
deserved  time  in  prison.  “I  hate  Alan 
...  for  what  he  has  put  these  kids 
through.  He  took  away  their  inno¬ 
cence  and  they  will  never,  never  be 
able  to  get  that  back.” 

Associate  Attorney  General  Paul 
Warner  said  Christensen’s  failure  to 
insist  on  Hadfield  admitting  guilt  be¬ 
fore  receiving  probation  and  therapy 
is  disturbing. 

“For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of 


the  state,  we  have  a  judge  who  be¬ 
lieves  a  sex  offender  can  be  treated, 
notwithstanding  his  refusal  to  admit 
he’s  got  a  problem,”  said  Warner. 

Robert  Parrish,  also  an  associate 
attorney  general  for  the  state,  de¬ 
clined  to  comment  on  whether  the 
state  would  contest  Christensen’s 
sentence. 

During  the  sentencing.  Rich 
painted  a  picture  of  Hadfield  as  a  man 
wanting  to  support  his  family  and 
willing  to  receive  counseling  for  a 
problem  he  did  not  acknowledge. 

The  prosecution  countered  that 
Hadfield  did  not  deserve  probation  if 
he  failed  to  acknowledge  guilt  before 
seeking  counseling.  The  state  also 
disputed  Rich’s  claims  that  Hadfield’s 
children  had  not  suffered  severe  psy¬ 
chological  damage  as  a  result  of  the 
molestations. 

Hadfield  tested 

Testifying  for  Hadfield,  Salt  Lake 
City  psychologist  Robert  Card,  who 
runs  a  treatment  center  for  sex  of¬ 
fenders,  agreed  to  accept  Hadfield 
into  his  clinic.  He  said  Hadfield  had 
tested  normal  during  previous  psy¬ 
chological  tests. 

When  first  hearing  about  the  case. 
Card  said  his  bias  was  99  percent 
against  Hadfield. 

However,  after  testing  Hadfield, 
Card  said  the  results  were 
“startlingly  different.” 

“I  failed  to  find  a  single  incident  of 
Alan  lying  . . .  cheating  or  engaging  in 
disruptive  activities.  It  was  incredi¬ 
ble.  I  looked  for  it ...  .  The  word  nor¬ 
mal  kept  coming  out  to  describe  him 
(Hadfield).” 

Card  said  Hadfield  was  not  a  threat 
to  the  community  and  he  would  be 
able  to  treat  him. 

He  also  said  he  had  shown  Hadfield 
pictures  likely  to  arouse  a  child  mo¬ 
lester  and  Hadfield  displayed  no  reac¬ 
tion. 

The  prosecution  countered  with 
t'wo  rebuttal  witnesses. 

Son  tested 

Salt  Lake  City  psychologist  Randal 
Oster  conducted  a  psychological  eval¬ 
uation  of  Hadfield’s  son.  He  said  the 
boy  suffered  severe  psychological 
damage  as  a  result  of  the  abuse. 

Under  cross-examination,  Oster 
said  the  evaluation  of  the  child  only 
lasted  two  hours  and  occurred  more 
than  a  year  ago. 

Another  state  witness  was  Salt 
Lake  psychologist  George  Brown,  di¬ 
rector  of  United  Clinics  for  Counsel¬ 
ing.  Brown  said  Card  was  known  as 
an  “optimist”  among  his  peers  and 
said  rehabilitation  for  a  sexual-devi¬ 
ant  was  impossible  without  admission 
of  guilt. 

“I  see  nothing  in  the  statute  that 
says  a  defendant  must  admit  guilt  to 
be  admitted  into  a  progi’am,”  said 
Christensen. 
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British  soldiers  kill  three  IRA  members 

GIBRALTAR  (AP)  —  British  soldiers  shot  three  IRA  members  dead,  and 
Britain  said  Monday  that  the  killings  averted  a  “dreadful  terrorist  act”  in  its 
fortress  colony  on  the  southern  coast  of  Spain. 

Foreign  Secretary  Sir  Geoffrey  Howe  said  in  London  the  soldiers  opened 
fire  Sunday  after  the  unarmed  three  IRA  members  parked  a  white  Renault-5 
with  Spanish  license  plates  near  The  Convent,  the  official  residence  of  the 
governor.  He  said  the  soldiers  acted  on  a  tip  from  Spanish  police. 

Police  said  they  were  searching  Gibraltar  and  adjacent  Spanish  tenitory  for 
a  car  believed  connected  with  a  bomb  attack  the  Irish  Republican  Army 
allegedly  planned  at  the  governor’s  residence  during  the  ceremonial  changing 
of  the  guard,  which  hundreds  of  spectators  attend. 

Members  of  the  Royal  Anglian  Regiment,  just  transferred  from  duty  in 
Northern  Ireland,  were  scheduled  to  participate  in  the  ceremony  Tuesday. 
The  IRA  is  fighting  a  guerrilla  war  to  drive  the  British  from  Northern  Ireland. 

The  two  men  and  a  woman  were  shot  by  men  described  by  witnesses  as 
wearing  jeans  and  speaking  with  British  accents. 

The  British  soldiers  were  believed  to  be  members  of  the  Special  Air  Ser¬ 
vices,  or  SAS,  an  elite  undercover  unit  that  has  been  involved  in  previous 
actions  against  the  IRA. 

Sgt.  George  Field  of  the  220-man  Gibraltar  police  force  said  officers  were 
looking  for  a  Ford  automobile  but  did  not  believe  it  contained  explosives. 

Court  to  decide  adult  bookstores' fate 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  The  Supreme  Court  said  Monday  it  will  decide 
whether  states  may  use  anti-racketeering  laws  to  close  down  adult  bookstores 
accused  of  selling  obscene  materials. 

The  court  said  it  will  review  free-speech  challenges  to  Indiana’s  Racketeer 
Influenced  and  Corrupt  Organizations  law,  patterned  after  the  much-used 
federal  RICO  act. 

Under  it,  law  enforcement  officials  are  authorized  to  seize  any  property 
used  in  a  racketeering  enterprise. 

The  justices  were  told  that  “a  growing  number  of  states  are  adopting  similar 
RICO  laws,  and  there  is  a  conflict  among  the  states  as  to  their  constitutional¬ 
ity.” 

In  other  action,  the  court: 

— Ruled  that  companies  have  a  heavy  burden  of  proof  when  defending 
themselves  against  investor  lawsuits  alleging  the  companies  withheld  infor¬ 
mation  about  merger  discussions. 

Police  official  testifies  against  Mecham 

PHOENIX,  Ariz.  (AP)  —  Arizona’s  top  police  official  testified  at  Gov.  Evan 
Mecham’s  impeachment  trial  Monday  that  he  realized  almost  immediately 
Mecham  had  committed  a  crime  in  ordei'ing  the  official  to  not  cooperate  in  an 
investigation  of  an  alleged  death  threat. 

“I  was  in  shock  over  what  he  was  saying,  taken  aback,  speechless,”  said  Col. 
Ralph  Milstead,  director  of  the  state  Department  of  Public  Safety. 

Milstead  quoted  Mecham  as  angrily  telling  him:  “I  don’t  w’ant  you  to  help  the 
attorney  general  hang  me.  Don’t  tell  him  anything.” 

Milstead  said  he  had  phoned  the  governor  Nov.  15  to  discuss  a  report  that 
Lee  Watkins,  then  a  Mecham  administration  official,  had  threatened  to  send  a 
former  Mecham  aide  on  “a  long  boat  ride”  if  she  didn’t  stop  testifying  before  a 
grand  jury  investigating  Mecham  campaign  finances. 

Watkins  has  denied  threatening  the  aide,  Donna  Carlson.  And  Milstead  has 
said  he  cooperated  with  the  attorney  general’s  office. 

Milstead,  whose  testimony  is  crucial  to  the  obstruction  of  justice  charge 
against  the  governor,  blurted  out  his  statement  regarding  a  crime  during 
cross-examination  by  Mecham’s  attorney,  Fred  Craft. 

Deaf  students  protest  hearing  president 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  Gallaudet  University  students  vowed  Monday  to 
keep  their  campus  closed  indefinitely  after  the  school’s  board  of  tnistees 
reaffirmed  its  selection  of  a  hearing  presdent  to  head  the  nation’s  only  liberal 
arts  university  for  the  deaf. 

“We’re  going  to  keep  the  school  closed,”  said  student  leader  Jerry  Covell. 
“We  will  stop  when  we  get  a  deaf  president.” 

Covell  and  around  1,800  of  the  school’s  2,200  students  protested  at  the 
Capitol  after  board  of  trustees  chairman  Jane  Basset  Spilman  told  the  stu¬ 
dents  the  board  would  not  reconsider  its  decision  to  hire  Elizabeth  Ann  Zinser 
as  Gallaudet’s  next  president.  The  selection  of  Zinser,  an  administrator  at  the 
University  of  North  Carolina  at  Greensboro,  was  the  pi’oduct  of  a  “careful, 
reasoned”  search  process,  Spilman  said. 

As  Spilman  made  her  announcement  in  the  school’s  field  house,  students 
listening  there  spilled,  out  into  the  street  and  began  a  one-mile  walk  to4he 
Capitdl.  ( 

Strong  winds  cause  Provo  gasoline  fire 

(AP)  —  An  estimated  $92,000  in  damages  has  been  blamed  on  a  fire  ignited 
when  strong  winds  blew  a  50,000-gallon  petroleum  bladder  over  a  fence.  The 
bladders  knocked  over  two  service  station  pumps,  authorities  say. 

Fire  department  officials  said  three  rubber  bladders,  chained  down  at  an 
Army  Reserve  supply  unit,  were  blown  over  a  fence  by  the  gail  force  w'inds  at 
about  7:42  p.m. 

Battalion  Chief  Robert  Headman  said  the  $80,000  bladders  had  been  filled 
with  air  to  be  tested  for  holes.  Some  fuel,  however,  remained  in  the  bladders, 
which  were  70  feet  long,  30  feet  wide,  and  14  feet  high. 

One  of  the  petroleum  bladders  blew  across  a  street  and  over  two  gasoline 
pumps  at  a  Triangle  Oil  service  station.  A  fire  resulted  that  caused  $12,000 
damage  to  pumps  and  destroyed  the  bladder. 

Two  other  bladders  were  blown  into  an  apartment  complex  parking  lot 
where  they  knocked  over  two  electrical  poles  and  caused  minor  damage  to 
several  parked  cars.

Political,  civic  alliance  forms, 
calls  for  Noriega's  removal 


PANAMA  CITY,  Panama  (AP)  — 
The  opposition  united  Monday  in  an 
alliance  including  deposed  President 
Eric  Arturo  Delvalle  to  call  .for  re¬ 
moval  of  Panama’s  besieged  strong¬ 
man  and  establishment  of  a  transi¬ 
tional  government. 

The  political  and  civic  alliance  com¬ 
prises  virtually  all  the  nation’s  civilian 
political  forces  not  directly  linked  to 
the  armed  forces  or  to  the  regime  of 
Gen.  Manuel  Antonio  Noriega. 

The  announcement  came  10  days 
after  the  Legslative  Assembly  ousted 
Delvalle  in  a  move  orchestrated  by 
Noriega  hours  after  Delvalle  tried  to 
remove  him  as  military  chief. 

Delvalle  remains  in  hiding  in 
Panama. 

Accompanying  the  declaration  was 
a  statement  by  Delvalle  and  Roderick 
Esquivel,  the  vice  president  ousted 
with  him. 

In  it,  they  support  the  call  for  a 
government  of  national  reconciliation 
and  outline  its  objectives. 

Local  banks  were  shuttered  for  a 
fifth  day  Monday. 

Thousands  of  retired  people,  un¬ 
able  to  cash  pension  checks,  blocked 
traffic  and  shouted  “Where’s  my 
money!” 

A  U.S.  judge  extended  a  freeze  on 
Panamanian  government  funds  in 
American  banks. 

The  government  assured  pension¬ 
ers,  they  would  get  their  money  and 
promised  to  set  up  payment  centers. 
The  centers  were  not  in  operation 
Monday. 

Washington  still  recognizes  Del¬ 
valle  as  Panama’s  chief  executive. 

The  Reagan  administration  has 
called  for  Noriega’s  ouster  since  he 
was  indicted  in  Florida  in  February 
on  drug  trafficking  charges. 

Noriega,  as  commander  of  the 
15,()00-person  Defense  Forces,  is 
Panama’s  de  facto  ruler. 


In  Washington,  White  House 
spokesman  Marlin  F'itzwater  said  the 
Reagan  administration  was  consider¬ 
ing  economic  and  trade  sanctions 
against  Panama,  including  withhold¬ 
ing  monthly  payments  for  the 
Panama  Canal  and  putting  the  money 
into  escrow. 

About  500  people  marched  on  the 
U.S.  Embassy  Monday  to  denounce 
U.S.  policy  on  Panama. 

Some  of  the  audience  chanted,  but 
many  appeared  uninterested. 

Panama  Canal  Commission 
spokeswoman  Willie  Friar  denied  re¬ 
ports  that  port  authorities  were  re¬ 
quiring  cash  payments  from  ships 
traveling  through  the  canal.  She  said 
the  flow  of  traffic  was  “completely 
normal.” 

At  a  news  conference  in  a  down¬ 
town  hotel,  the  opposition  set  as  “our 
principal  objective  ...  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  a  government  of  national  rec¬ 
onciliation  that  guarantees  justice,  a 
state  of  law,  liberty,  reconstruction  of 
democratic  institutions,  fiscal  order, 
economic  development,  conditions  for 
authentic  democracy  and  the  celebra¬ 
tion  of  free,  open  and  honest  elec¬ 
tions.” 

It  did  not  say  when  elections  should 
be  held.  They  are  due  May  1989. 

The  document  was  signed  by  Ar- 
nulfo  Arias  of  the  Panamanian  Au¬ 
thentic  Party,  the  country’s  largest 
party,  and  representatives  of  the  two 
other  opposition  parties.  Also  signing 
it  were  representatives  of  the  Na¬ 
tional  Civic  Crusade,  an  alliance  of 
about  200  professional,  business, 
labor  and  political  organizations  that 
has  spearheaded  resistance  to  Nor¬ 
iega  since  its  formation  last  June. 

While  not  specifying  that  Delvalle 
would  head  a  government  of  national 
reconciliation,  the  document  recog¬ 
nizes  him  “as  he  who  now  exercises 
the  office  of  president.” 


Conflict  on  the  West  Bank 
discussed  by  Israeli  rabbi

This  is  the  time  in  history  for  men 
to  realize  their  dreams  and  return  to 
Isi’ael  and  establish  it  as  home,  said 
the  dean  of  the  Sapir  Center  for  Jew¬ 
ish  Heritage  in  Jerusalem. 

Rabbi  David  Rosen,  who  spoke 
Thursday  at  the  David  M.  Kennedy 
Center,  said,  “Israel  is  a  democracy  in 
which  everyone  in  the  state  of  Israel 
has  full  equality  before  the  law,”  re-” 
gardless  of  sex,  creed  or  color.  Rosen 
spoke  on  “Contempory  Politics  in  Is¬ 
rael.” 

“Besides  Anwar  Sadat,  no  one  is 
prepared  to  ackowledge  Israel’s  right 
to  exist  and  live  in  tranquility  with 
her  neighbors,”  said  Rosen. 

According  to  Rosen,  the  root  of  the 
Middle  East  conflict  is  the  unwilling¬ 
ness  for  the  Arabs  to  allow  Israel  to 
live  in  peace  in  their  midst. 

It  is  very  difficult  to  retain  compo¬ 
sure  with  violence  around  you,  said 
Rosen.“Under  pressure  people  do 
wrong  things,”  he  added. 

He  said  that  98  percent  of  Israel’s 
society  is  not  affected  by  violence. 
However,  the  world  observes  that 


two  percent  as  the  whole  Israelite 
army.  The  people  are  punished  when 
they  use  unnecessary  force,  said 
Rosen. 

“Because  of  the  continuing  hostil¬ 
ity,  this  has  forced  the  state  of  Israel 
into  a  civilian  society  at  war,”  said 
Rosen. 

“It  is  crucial  in  Israel’s  interest  to 
find  a  solution  to  the  conflict”  which 
will  ultimately  lead  to  a  tendtorial 
compromise  in  order  to  resolve  the 
issue  on  the  West  Bank,  he  said. 

Rosen  commented  at  a  press  con¬ 
ference  that  he  was  torn  about  the 
media.  He  said  on  one  hand  he  was 
wedded  to  it  because  of  the  impor¬ 
tance  of  freedom  of  information  and 
access.  But  on  the  other  hand,  the 
media  tends  to  exaggerate  the 
present  situation. 

“If  you  ask  the  maj  ority  of  individu¬ 
als,  they  will  tell  you  they  are  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  whole  of  Israel  and  not 
territorial  providence,”  he  said. 

Rosen  was  invited  to  B YU  by  Pres¬ 
ident  Jeffrey  R.  Holland.  His  trip  was 
coordinated  through  the  Anti- 
Defamation  League  of  B’nai  B’rith, 
for  which  Rosen  is  a  consultant  on 
educational  and  religious  affairs.

The  BYU  International  Folk  Dancers  were  re¬ 
cently  invited  to  perform  at  the  “Seoul  ’88  Interna¬ 
tional  Folklore  Festival”  for  the  opening  ceremony 
at  the  Summer  Olympics,  according  to  Rex  Bar¬ 
rington,  tour  manager. 

Mary  Bee  Jensen,  former  director  of  the  BYU 
International  Folk  Dancers  and  United  States  Rep¬ 
resentative  of  the  Confederation  of  International 
Organizers  of  Folklore  Festival  (CIOFF),  recom¬ 
mended  the  BYU  folk  dancers  to  a  committee  in 
charge  of  finding  performers  for  the  Olympics. 

The  dancers  will  be  participating  in  the  Interna¬ 
tional  Folklore  Festival  to  be  held  in  Seoul,  Korea, 
according  to  Delynne  Peay,  assistant  director  of 
the  International  F’olk  Dancers.  “The  festival  is  in 
conjunction  with  the  Olympics,”  said  Ed  Austin, 
artistic  director. 

The  folk  dancers  have  been  touring  since  1964  in 
Folklore  F'estivals  all  over  the  world,  but  mostly  in 
Europe. 

They  are  the  only  team  invited  from  Northern 
America  to  perform  in  Seoul. 

The  entire  folk  dance  team  will  leave  to  tour  Asia 
in  August,  but  only  12  of  the  24  couples  will  remain 
on  the  last  part  of  the  tour  for  the  Olympics. 

Thirty-five  people  are  in  the  group  invited  to  the 
Olympics.  They  include  24  dancers,  six  band  mem¬ 
bers,  and  five  tour  leaders,  according  to  Barring¬ 
ton. 

Some  dancers  from  BYU  decided  against  going 


to  the  Olympics  because  of  all  the  school  they 
would  be  missing.  Many  of  those  going  to  Korea 
will  not  attend  BYU  classes  fall  semester,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Joaquin  Busquets,  a  member  of  the  folk 
dance  tour  team. 

“Students  are  making  an  extra  sacrifice  by  giv¬ 
ing  up  their  fall  semester  of  schooling  to  attend  the 
Olympics,”  said  Austin. 

Ge-Yao  Liu,  a  member  of  the  BYU  International 
Folk  Dance  Ensemble,  will  see  his  family  and 
friends  in  China  for  the  first  time  in  August  since 
he  left  China  three  years  ago.  Liu  was  a  profes¬ 
sional  dancer  in  China  and  performed  ballet  and 
Chinese  Folk  Dance. 

“The  greatest  joy  I  have  is  to  go  to  my  homeland 
and  perform  for  my  friends,”  said  Liu. 

According  to  Liu,  his  fellow  performers  are  in 
for  a  real  learning  experience  when  they  visit  his 
homeland. 

“The  Orient  is  a  mystery  place  to  many  of  the 
dancers,”  said  Liu. 

Cheri  Weight,  a  member  of  the  International 
Folk  Dance  Ensemble  is  from  Calgary,  Canada  and 
was  unable  to  attend  the  Winter  Olympics.  “I  am 
so  excited  to  go  to  Korea,  since  I  couldn’t  be  home 
for  the  Olympics  in  Canada,”  said  Weight. 

“It’s  great  because  we  are  the  only  team  from 
the  United  States  going  to  the  Summer  Olympics,” 
said  Weight. 

The  BYU  folk  dancers  are  honored  to  represent 
the  United  States,  according  to  Austin. 

“The  tour  will  give  the  team  an  opportunity  to 
share  the  gospel  principles  to  others,”  said  Austin.

A  request  by  the  Postal  Rate  Com¬ 
mission  may  raise  the  price  of  first- 
class  stamps  to  t'wenty-five  cents. 

The  independent  commission  sub¬ 
mitted  its  rate  increase  request  P'ri- 
day  to  the  Postal  Service  board  of 
governors.  The  request  came  after  a 
deficit  of  $5.1  billion  was  projected  for 
next  year,  a  commission  spokesman 
said. 

Increasing  the  price  of  first-class 
stamps  would  add  more  than  $12  mil¬ 
lion  per  day  to  postal  service  rev¬ 
enues,  said  Robert  Cohen,  director  of 
planning  and  technology.  The  in¬ 
creased  revenues  would  approxi¬ 
mately  equal  the  expected  deficit  and 
allow  the  postal  service  to  operate  on 
a  break-even  basis,  said  Cohen.

At  the  second  annual  Organiza¬ 
tional  Ethics  Conference  Mar.  3-4  it 
was  emphasized  that  America  needs 
to  reassess  how  it  survives  and  partic¬ 
ipates  in  a  shifting  global  economy, 
the  conference  program  chairman 
said. 

“The  success  of  Asian  countries  is 
changing  not  only  the  balance  of  polit¬ 
ical  power,  but  also  economic  power 
in  the  world.  I  think  we  are  going  to 
see  a  very  different  world  in  the  next 
decade,”  said  Warner  P.  Woodworth, 
a  BYU  professor  in  the  Organiza¬ 
tional  Behavior  Department. 

Participants  of  the  conference  in¬ 
cluded  scholars  and  executives  from 
Hong  Kong,  Japan,  Korea,  the  Philip¬ 
pines,  Singapore  and  the  United 
States,  said  Woodworth. 

Woodworth  said,  “Many  American 
managers  believe  that  it  (Asian  eco¬ 
nomic  growth)  is  just  a  short-term 
tempora^  aberration  of  change.” 

He  said  that  the  American  man¬ 
agers  hope  that  things  are  going  to 
revert  back  to  the  days  when  America 
dominated  the  world  economy.  “But  I 
don’t  see  that  happening,”  said  Wood- 
worth. 

For  instance,  Korea  has  led  the 
world  for  three  straight  years  with  12 
percent  economic  growl/h  and  Singa¬ 
pore  is  now  becoming  a  high-tech  na¬ 
tion,  said  Woodworth.  He  said  that 
because  of  rapid  economic  growth  in 
the  Pacific  Rim,  the  curriculum  of  the 
BYU  MBA  program  may  include 
studying  Asian  business. 

“Most  of  the  cases  'we  teach  here  (at 
BYU)  are  American  companies, 
American  managers,  American  prod¬ 
ucts  and  American  cases.  MTiat  we 
need  to  do  is  to  start  thinking  (in 
terms  of)  Asian  marketing,  opera¬ 
tion,  organizational  behavior  and 
managing  process  courses. 

“We  need  to  look  at  ways  of  becom¬ 
ing  partners  with  others  rather  than 
dominating  others,”  said  Woodworth. 
He  said  that  this  conference  was  help¬ 
ful  in  identifying  the  need  to 
strengthen  the  curriculum  in  some 
new  areas  over  the  international  ethi¬ 
cal  perspective. 


The  proposed  rate  increase  would 
apply  only  to  the  first  ounce  of  first 
class  mail.

Postal  scales  will  have  to  be  ad¬ 
justed  and  new  stamps  will  eventu¬ 
ally  be  issued.  But  other  than  this, 
Orem  Postmaster  Clyde  E.  Weeks 
said  the  increase  will  have  “no  partic¬ 
ular  effect  except  that  we’ll  be  able  to 
operate  in  the  black.”

Professor  urges  understanding 


BYU  professor  questions  superpowers'  right  to  interfere 

BYU-Response

“Is  it  right  for  the  United  States  to  force  democ¬ 
racy  on  other  countries?”  questioned  one  BYU 
professor  during  the  Response  Peace  Symposium 
iast  lYiday  night. 

As  superpowers,  Russia  and  the  United  States 
think  they  have  the  right  to  impose  their  view  of 
government  on  other  people  with  force,  said  En¬ 
glish  professor  Eugene  England. 

“This  could  be  the  possible  center  of  the  prob¬ 
lem,”  he  said. 

The  Reagan  Doctrine,  England  said,  essentially 
declares  that  the  United  States  has  the  right  and 
the  responsibility  to  interfere  with  countries  within 
its  sphere  of  interest. 

According  to  England,  this  is  almost  an  exact 
copy  of  the  Brezhnev  Doctrine  of  1968,  which  de¬ 
fines  the  right  of  the  Soviet  Union  to  participate  in 
wars  of  nation  liberation  throughout  the  world. 

John  Quincy  Adams  warned  early  in  the  history 
of  democracy  of  the  danger  facing  the  United 
States  as  it  became  more  powerful. 

He  said  the  United  States  would  would  assume 
the  right  to  influence  other  countries  by  example 
and  to  use  force  to  bring  them  into  line  with  its 
notions  of  democracy. 

England  said  that  according  to  David  0.  McKay, 
war  is  never  justified  in  order  to  impose  a  new 
order  of  government  on  another  people,  no  matter 


how  superior  that  form  of  govern¬ 
ment  may  be. 

“We  both  violated  that 
prophetic  announcement,”  Eng¬ 
land  said.  In  many  situations, 

“we  desire  things  not  because 
they’re  inherently  desirable  but 
because  others  desire  them.” 

This  kind  of  activity  happens  in 
communities,  families  and  na¬ 
tions,  England  said.  It’s  a  little 
more  difficult  to  see  how  this  hap¬ 
pens  with  nations,  “but  ...  how 
many  of  the  things  going  on  right 
now  in  the  world  are  examples  of 
us  wanting  something  only  be¬ 
cause  the  Soviet  Union  wants  it?”  England  ques¬ 
tioned. 

When  competition  and  rivalry  exist  between 
countries,  people  draw  lines  and  develop  scape¬ 
goats,  he  said. 

For  example,  a  couple  of  weeks  ago,  Russia  drew 
a  line  in  the  Black  Sea  12  miles  from  their  border 
and  the  United  States  crossed  it. 

“Which  is  more  absurd?”  he  questioned,  the  peo¬ 
ple  who  draw  the  lines  or  the  people  who  cross 
them.  “It’s  hard  for  me  to  decide.” 

According  to  England,  the  Soviet  invasion  of 
Afghanistan  in  December  of  1979  was  one  of  the 
most  brutal  and  ruthless  actions  in  the  last  20 
years.  President  Carter  responded  through  grain

embargoes  and  a  U.S.  boycott 
of  the  1980  Summer  Olympics, 
but  none  of  those  had  any  real 
effect  on  what  had  happened, 
he  said. 

According  to  England,  the 
results  of  the  Soviet  invasion 
were  3  million  refugees,  ap¬ 
proximately  20,000  Russian  ca¬ 
sualties  and  untold  numbers  of 
native  Afghans  killed  on  both 
sides. 

England  said  the  first  thing 
the  two  rivals  (the  Soviet 
Union  and  the  United  States) 
need  to  do  to  avoid  problems  is 
to  consider  their  similarities  and  attitudes.  They 
also  need  to  consider  the  effects  their  actions  might 
have  and  how  these  things  can  be  reversed,  he  said. 

The  only  way  to  break  through  the  differences  in 
perspective  and  the  failure  to  understand  those 
differences  is  to  “consciously  try  to  put  ourselves  in 
the  perspective  of  the  other  person  (or  country).” 

However,  England  said,  “We  haven’t  tried.  The 
nearest  we’ve  come  to  trying  is  the  Marshall  Plan 
where  we  did  something  against  the  logic  of  compe¬ 
tition  and  rivalry  of  nations.” 

England  suggested  that  giving  in  to  envy  and 
violence  has  the  inevitable  effect  of  making  us  more 
similar  to  our  rivals.  “In  the  force  of  deep  threat  we 
become  more  like  our  enemies,”  England  said.
